AMEBIOAH SOLDIERS MALIGNED. 


Commander of the Flmt Expedition, 


•ry Force Sent to Luzon Write* an 
Opeu Letter In Kcply to Bliiliop Mc- 
Paul of Trenton. 


New York, Oct. 8.—General Thomas 


M. Anderson, who commanded the first 
expedition of Americas soldiers sent lo 
tl»o Philippines, has written au open let- 
ter in which he emphatically denies that 
Catholic church:» there were desecrated 
by the Americans. The letter is hi reply 
to the following asset tioti made bj Bish- 
op McFaul of Trenton in an article in 
The North American Review iu advocacy 
of the proposed federation of Catholic so- 
cieties: 


"The prejudices against our govern- 


ment sown by the Spaniards were allow- 
ed to be increased by the conduct of our 
soldiers and the desecration of the church 
wherein the solemn rites KO r'.uar to a 
Catholic people had been daily perform- 
ed." 


General Anderson says in part: 
"Aw 1 commanded the first expedition- 


ary force sent to Luzon and was tt divi- 
sion commander up to ilarch 18, 1809, 1 
think I have a fairlj accurate knowledge 
of the facts. We reached Cavite on June 
80, 1808, and landed and took possession 
next day. 
I at once wont through the 


town and carefully noted its condition. 
There were four churches, three ol which 
weie dismantled and were occupied by 
Filipino soldiers. 
The fourth was in 


charge of Tagalo priests and was then 
and has bince been used exclusively lor 
religious purposes. 
The friars and mm;- 


had been removed from their convents, 
which were also occupied by Filipinos. 
There 'uas nothing in them for our sol- 
diers to loot if there had been any dispo- 
Mliou on their part to loot them. There 
was also a little chapel within the naval 
arsenal, but sis that had been under I 
>cw- 


cy's marine guaid up to the time wo took 
possession it was intact, and a Fathei 
McKcnna, the chaplain of the California 
regiment, said mass in it the day alter 
we landed. 


"Only one instance was reported to me 


while at Cavite. An ollieer took an altai 
lamp as a trophy, but was made to return 
it immediately. I visited and inspected 
all of the churches on the bay littoral be 
fore we made our attack on Manila. The 
church at San Itotjne was in charge o) 
Tagalo priests and was undisturbed. The 
church at Cuvite Veijo had been wiecked 
In the battle between the Spaniards and 
the Filipinos. I found the church nt Bu 
coor occupied by the Filipino soldiers. At 
l'aranai|ue the friars had been driven 
out, 
and a Tagalrf pdest was in charge 


who was using it for religious purposes 
The same was true of the church at Mal- 
abon, north of Manila. The church ol 
Caloocan, being in the line of tire, had 
been abandoned. 


ftlHiormsiHiou For Olixervntlrtn. 


"I was, under General Merritt, in im- 


mediate command of the forces which 
took Manila on Aug. 18, 1SUS. Our tiist 
act after occupation was to place guards 
over all the churuhes and convents. All 
of the churches iu the walled city except 
the Jesuit church were turned over by 
the friars for occupancy by the Spanish 
soldiers we had made prisoners of war 
The vestments, sacred vessels," etc., were 
lemoved before the friars gave them up. 
We found one church in the Malate sub- 
urb unoccupied and placed u battery in 
it. The largo church in 1'aco, which was 
nearly a ruin, was dismantled. 
The 


churches in CJuadalupo and Santa Ana 
were occupied by the Filipinos during the 
time they held us iu siege, and 1 had no 
opportunity to learn their condition when 
the Filipinos took possession. They were 
retaken by my division on Feb. 5, IK!)!), 
but nothing of a religions character was 
found in them then. 


"Some vestments and church ornaments 


came into the hands of our soldiers, but 
thej were found in abandoned houses or 
bought from thieving Tagalos. 
In one 


instance a friar complained to mo that 
his house had been robbed o£ !?2.500 
worth of religious and personal property. 
The religious property was found con- 
cealed in another house, and we allowed 
him $300 for his personal loss. 


"There is untortunntoly more or less 


looting in time of war, yet most of the 
looting in the Philippines was .done by 
the Filipinos. These people are' devoted 
Catholics, but they have an intense ha- 
tred for the Spanish friars. I think our 
Catholic fellow citizens make a mistake 
in giving their sympathies lo the friar 
and not to their simple minded yet sin- 
cere coreligionists who hdvc been badly 
treated by them. There are some good 
men among them, but many—I fear very 
many—have not led edifying lives. 
I 


must, however, make an exception of the 
Jesuits. Clean in person, ascetic in life, 
brave, dignified and devoted to duty, 
their conduct commanded respect. 


"I will conclude by stating that Arch- 


bishop Xozaleda himself assured me that 
he was greatly gratified at the strict dis- 
cipline and good conduct of our soldiers. 
While our American warriors are not al- 
together saintly, it is not true that they 
have looted and desecrated churches."

Miners Will End Soon. 


GATHEBDTG TO BE III SOEAHTOU. 


Probably Will -Accept 


the Operator*—OemonittratlojiB Ar- 
ranged For Today ami Tomorrow. 


Hazleton, Pa., Oct. "9.—President John 


Mitchell of the United Mine AVorkers 
has issued a c-a.Il for a convention to be 
held iu Scrantoii next Friday. 


This is generally accepted here as an 


indication that the great strike in the 
anthracite region will -come to an end 
soon, as the majority of the delegates 
will probably vote to accept the 10 per 
cent increase iu wages offered by the 
operators. 


The basis of representation in the con- 


vention will be one delegate for ,each 
hundred men on strike, with the provision 
that a single delegate may represent as 
many as 500 mine workers and may 
cast five votes. 


Mr. Mitchell expects not less than 


1.000 delegates to gather in Scrnnton 
and expects that the convention will last 
at least two days. Tbe expenses of the 
deli-gates will be borne by the locals of 
the union. 


The strikers assert that there arc bare- 


ly 3,000 men at work in tbe entire dis- 
trict, and on the- basis of one delegate 
to every 100 men there would be 1,300 
entitled to seats in the convention. 


AA'hen the offers of 10 per cent increase 


were originally ivade by a few mining 
corporations, all the leaders of the Unit- 
ed Mine "Workers declared that the men 
would not be satisfied with this conces- 
sion. 
AA'hile the tone of the leaders has 


changed many miners who have been 
seen 
express 
dissatisfaction 
on tbe 


ground that the organisation is now in a 
poKition to obtain better res-alts from its 
decisive victory. 


Many Objections.

FROG .SPEARING. ~ 


c J-wll of ThillU mm Amm 
' For lllaclc BAM*., 


To achieve success as a frog 


("Iroc sticker", sound* lUce «hwg). -one 
must have a keen eye and a steady hand 
and be able to refrain from useless dis- 
course. It has some of the elements Q£ 
fire hunting and some of gigging for fish. 
¥wo men get in a boat with a headlight 
attached to the prow. One of the. men 
'handles the paddle or oars, and the other 
sits close up behind the headlight, spear 
,ln hand, and ! watches out 'for 
froja. 


'When the man with the spear sees a frog, 
he says "Steady"- in a low tone. 
The 


paddler brings the boat almost to a halt, 
and the man in front prepares to strike. 


This looks easy, but the first time you 


try it you will find it isn't. The spear is 
a three or four pronged -affair' fastened 
at the end of a pole 10 'or 12 feet long. 
The.spearsman holds it in his right hand, 
letting it trail in the water. In striking 
the shaft is snnk, and the point barely 
comes to the surface. This is to insure 
the lifting of the frog when he is struck, 
so that he cannot struggle off the tines. 
As soon as the spearsman is assured of 
his position and distance he thrusts at 
the frog. If his aim is true, the frog is 
impaled and is lifted high out of rhe wa- 
ter. 
As soon as the frog is disengaged 


from the barbed points he is thrown into 
n bag, which must be kept tightly closed 
to prevent escape, for a frog is a daring 
and indefatigable -worker for liberty even 
when his diaphragm is punched full o£ 
holes. 


The sensation that a 12 inch frog can 


send into your arm through the medium 
of a ten foot pole is equal to the shock 
that a three pound bass conveys up the 
length of a split bamboo rod, and when 
a man has once speared a frog he never 
is satisfied until be has repeated the feat, 
and he Isn't satisfied then, for be is sure 
to try it again.

"My experience with t^ranavvay balloon 


at Yorktown lias in It u lesson to aero- 
nuuts vvh6 ascend upon tho borders of dan- 
gerous territory," said General Fitz John 
Porter, "lly balloon had tuutulizod the 
Confederates for many days. They saw 
that it was doing somo very valuable spy 
work !Uid tried In every way to briiig it 
clown. I was wholly unprepared for a 
flight into space, und it wtis a wonder 
thut under tho ciroumstunocs I gained 
control of myself aud of the machine and 
mode the ascent a valuable one from a 
military point of view. Tho accident to 
my safety ropes was u most extraordinary 
one.

I 
md my field glass out and was sweeping 
he field with it, unconscious of what was 
;aking place with tho balloon, until I felt 
nyself flying upward far beyond tho usual 
imit. A glance downward told mo that 
he balloon was running away. At first I 
ras uncertain what to do, because it was 
i new situation for mo. As a rule Profes- 
lor Lowe, tho chief aeronaut, had uccoui 
aniod me, and I had left tho manage- 
ment of the balloon to others. 


"Supposing ono of the small ropos dan- 


;lhig In the basket to be u valve rope, I 
ttemptod to^mll it and let myself down 
t did not work. Seeing another rope 
langlmg in the rigging, I climbed out of 
the basket and grabbed that, with butter 
success. I noticed that I was ascending 
through a stratum of escaping gas. 


"I knew that I had control of the bal- 


oon and determined to carry out tho ob- 
leot of the ascension I had my glass with 
no and swept ^tho whole Held nround 
Yorktojvn, up tho peninsula to Richmond, 
IOVMI toward Fort Monroe and Norfolk I 


the fleets in the harbor, I saw the 


o«mps of the enemy along the James river 
md around Richmond, with their flags 
lying. Beneath mo was Yorktown, and 
tba horses iu tho streets appeared to be 
ants, while columns of soldiers wore mov- 
.ng masses of little specks 


"My second startling sensation was 


when I found that by letting out some 
moro of the gas I dropped mtoa ourrenj^of 
air whUJflTswept mo over the enemy's 
•amps. That me.int capture, tho loss of 
;he balloon and the failure of the expedi- 
tion. For tho moment I was unconscious 
Q£ everything except that I wished to get 
ho balloon again under control and back 
into the current of air vviiiuh I passed 
through farther down, that was blowing 
in a contrary direction. Ono thing I did 
notice, and>that was thnt tho Confederate 
soldiers wore running out of thoir camps 
and cheering in tho expectation probably 
that I vunikl descend among thorn. 


Tho current I was in was rupidfy bear- 


ing me west, far into the enemy's terri- 
tory, and I pullc«l the valve until the bal- 
loon sank into a stratum of air moving 
directly east. I pulled with all my strength 
and felt tho balloon sinking rapidly. As 
tho gas left tho silk bag the latter fell over 
and formed a sort of parachute with tho 
air beneath it. This caused thu whole 
machine to sway and made mo very dizzy 
and uncomfortable. As soon as I found 
my course changed to the east I took my 
glass and examined tho camp where 
thought I would fall I saw the stars and 
stripes there, and that reassured mo. I 
then gave all my attention to personal 
safety. 


"At first I thought I was about to be 


caught in a tall tree, but I escaped that 
and then floated over long lines of stacked 
bayonets. I did not relish being impaled 
upon them and gave the valve another 
pull, bringing tho balloon "down upon a 
tent. I was in the camp of the Seventy- 
second Pennsylvania, Baxter's zouaves. 
Tho men had been excited spectators of 
the flight of the balloon, but they all sup- 
posed that its occupant was Piofes=or 
Lowe. I wore no insignia of rank 
I did 


not undooeiv& them. They told mo that 
when tho balloon was seen making in the 
direction of the Confederate camps n body 
of our cavalry had t.iken tho field and rid- 
den out with tho intention of charging 
into the enemy's lines to recover the runa- 
way. 


"I had landed more than a milo from 


headquarters, and after giving directions 
for packing and shipping tho balloon I 
borrowed « horse and rode to General Mc- 
Clellan's headquarters. The general was 
astonished to see mo safe and sound. Hu 
said that when he saw the balloon speed- 
ing through, tHo air toward Dixie he had 
begun to speculate upon whom he should 
appoint in my place as director of the 
siege of Yorfetown, for ray troops were al- 
ready in close contnct'with the enemy and 
engaged in very difficult operations under 
my personal direotipn. 


"Tho extent of my flight ln*that runa- 


way I have never bcori able to determine. 
I circled around above our own camps, 
over Yorktown and tho 
Confederate 


camps, moving back and forth some dis- 
tance. 
At the tlino I estimated I was 


1,500 
feet above the ground at' the highest 


point* I may havo been farther than that. 
I know tho entire'peninsula, from 70 to 
BO miles in length and 210 to 40 in breadth, 
appeared to.be no larger than a man's 
hand. Our camp, some miles In extent 
and holding from 70,000 to 80,000 boys in 
blue, seemed no larger than a 10 oent 
piece,"—Kevv York Sun.

Tho 
only diiTeieiice was that they were dark 
brown in color and as hard as bricks. 
When Lee Yip tossed them back into the 
box, they rattled like a bandlul of 
marbles. Of course, 1 was greatly sur- 
pris-cd, and before I left I took pains to 
find out all about them. The oysters are 
caught and prepnicd at the big native 
shrimperies on the other side of the lake. 
The process is a trade secret, but us near- 
ly as I could gather from Lee they are 
spread on the tops of large sheds and ex- 
posed to the sun for several weeks. What 
prevents decom position 1 do not know, 
but they come out of the operation as 
sweet aud blown as nuts. 


"One night I tried some by special in- 


vitation in the back room of a hidndry 
run by another Mongolian friend of mine. 
They weie brought in in a bowl and farm- 
ed a sort of stew or saute, which was 
really delicious. The oysters themselves 
were (inn, but very tender, and had 
a peculiar peppery flavor, 'different from 
anything vise I have ever tHStcd. 
The 


Chinaman who did the cooking told me 
he had simplj boiled the dried ovsters in 
vinter and added a small strip of pork 
and 'seasoning.' When I tried to probe 
into the seasoning feature, he suddenly 
lost command of English, bo there, I sus- 
pect, the secret resides. I am told th'it 
the local colony consumes many bairels 
of these ojsters eveiy month and that 
large quantities of them are sold in San 
FrancKco and New York." — New Orleans

Those questions would bo rather diffi- 
oult to answer, for, like most of naturo's 
scavengers—and' they or most of their ' 
varieties at least have certainly been such 
In the j.ast—they have obtruded Jn these- 
timos of advanced sanitary arrangements 
nd "modern improvements," whcro their 
orvicos might well bo dispensed with. 
But there is no doubt, however much wo 
nay bogrut'go tho little insects n few tiny, 
varin crevices in our homos or an occ «- 
ilonal burial place in Our puddings wild 
luibino at UJB euiunier hotel, that by oil 
recognized laws of priority they havo at 
oast as muoh right 'here us we have, for 
heir very, very gruairgrandsires wore sut- 
lers upon this earth ninny ages before our 
H'ogcnitors vvc*e even thought of. 


In Bible times their presence was far 
orodisafjiccably felt than in our own, 


3oth on account of tho different and more 
slovenly inadu of living that prevailed 
miong thoso pcoplae and of the warm cli- 
nuto of the countries of which the Bible 
iclls. And it is probable, although no dis 
inct muiltion Is made of tho cockroach in 
;ho Sorlptureb as among the animals of 
Soah, that it \\as.uo\oitholcBb in tho veiy 
angimrd of tho procession that so placidly 
wended its \vay into tho ark. 
Even the 


first of her kind, tho wife of Adam, was 
unquestionably acquainted with tho littlo 
Elx Footed creatures. But E\o was a \ery 


go lucky sort of d.imo and «as as 


littlo troubled with household cares and 
victuals as she was. with fashion, and it is 
likely that tho fact Of their existence did 
not vvuigh hea\ lly upon her mind. 


Tho antiquity of the cockroach, how- 


ever, is not reckoned by tho thousands of 
years with which v>o commonly compute 
our vast stretches of historic time, but by 
the millions and millions upon millions. 
Its beginning takes us back through misty 
.-.iid unfabled ages, past the epochs of tho 
gigantic mastodon and tho tremendous 
glaciers that swept over tho northern part 
of this land, to disappear beneath a warm- 
er southern bun; past tho epoch of the 
huge and horrible reptiles that wondered 
over tho universal marshlands and bogs 
and flitted through tho air with their 
strnngo, flapping wings, liku tho ilendb in 
Dante's "Inferno," past the long period 
of the luxuriant holltudus of the carbon- 
iferous lorests, when tho great forces of 
naturo \vero at work storing away tho rich 
beds of coal into which wo delve today; 
past tho time when whales and giant 
sharks and soa monsters lashed tho waters 
into foam, tho muuurehs of tho oceans. 
Their origin carries us> back to tho -very 
commencement of things. They weio one 
of tho earliest o£ tho forms of life and tho 
pioneers of iiiFcct life. As some one bus 
said, "They aro tho true aristocrats of in- 
sects," tho kings of their kind. 


Learned savants and reseuiuhcrs tell us 


that tho most primitive of cockroaches aro 
found deep down in what aro known us 
tho Silurian rocks, which were formed sue! 
countless ages ago that they don't attempt 
to count thoiji at all. They were not very 
unlike thoir lineal descendants of today, 
tho principal difference being as to their 
wings, and it is probable that should ono 
ol theso ancient creatures bo in some way 
resurrected and go scurrying across tho 
kitchen floor it would bo stopped on with 
as littlo thought a iid oominn.cUon as are 
its modern kindred. As these wings con- 
stitute tho chief and often the only means 
of studying their species, the bodies hav- 
ing in most cases been wholly dissolved 
by putrefaction, it is perhaps worthy of 
noto that thoir development was more per- 
fect than In tho present varieties—except- 
ing tho hind or under wings, which ore 
almost identical—and that they arc pro

Vi'ith tho lapse of ages tho forms and

It has always been a law of na- 
ture that, all forms of life shall advance 
from a slmplp uniformity to a complex di- 
versity or from homogeneity to heteroge- 
neity, and it is curious to observe that no 
less than 1,000 species existing prior to tho 
tertiary epoch, when the first mammal life 
was introduced into tho world, havo been 
thus far discovered iiAd described, many 
of them being found In tho coal measures 
of Pennsylvania and West Virginia. The 
investigations of late years havo demon- 
strated, in fact, that America, as is South 
America today, was tho most fruitful of 
any part Of tho globe, both in its varieties 
and its numbers. When we remember tbrtfc 
there aro at present from 700 to 800 spe- 
cies, that their numbers havo been steadily 
decreasing for some millions of years and 
that their kind oneo comprised one-half of 
fho ancient or paleozoic insects, wo can 
form some vague conception of the propor- 
tions of our cockroach population of the 
past. 


Tho cockroach of modern times is com- 


monly smaller than its progenitor; but,

"It Is n great wonder to me," said an 


old chemist in his laboratory Clio other 
d,iy, "why more boys do not take upchom 
ical experiments ab an amusement. Why, 
I can do things, with the common mate- 
rials of e> urj day lifu which really seem to 
be more magical to the uninitiated than 
any of tho wonders performed by magi- 
cians on the public stage. 


"Now, there are those curious littlo bub- 


bles of gluvi known variously as 'Prince 
Rupert's drops' and as 'Dutch tears." Ap- 
parently they arc merely littlo globules of 
ghihs with elongated tails, made by heat- 
ing a Muall glass, rod in aflame, and allow- 
ing the molten drops to fall into water. 
After they lia\e cooled you may pound the 
thic'L part with a hammer or mallet, yet 
you cannot break them. On tho other 
hand, if you break a Uttlo piece off their 
tails or touch any part of them with a 
quartz crystal, they will disappear into tho 
surrounding atmosphere quicker than 
snow will molt on a hot lire. To tho per- 
son who does not know tho reason tho 
performance- Is most astonishing. 


"And yot it is all very simple. It i<3 duo 


to what is known as surface collusion. 
Glass when heated to a molten state has 
naturally reached a very high tempenituro, 
and when the drops qf melted jrln^s aro ill- 
lowed to fall into the cold v.atcr the sud- 
den change produces stress all o\cr the 
surface of the drop which is really terrific. 


This stress, however, must buconsidered 


as a whole. It is very btiong when taken 
all together, but it is exactly a.s though u 
piece of very thin rubber was btretcl.etl 
o\ er the surface of the gl.is?s. If you JAII 
lured tho rubber, its husXo to resume its 
normal condition would pull it oil the 


So when you break off tho tall of tho 


drop or cut through the film of \ery hard 
glass with a crystal its endeavor suddenly 
to resume its, normal condition results in 
its own destruction, and it breaks up into 
particles which are really fliier than the 
finest sand. It seems like a wondprlul,per- 
formance, but it is no moro wondcrfa 
than many another which any youngstei 
could perform if he would study even tho 
simplest forms of chemical action."—Now 
York Sun.

Pearl shells are valuable, and flno speci- 


mens arc htiid to obtain. They aro found 
lu tho Tteaiuotee, Gumbior and Trlbual 
groups of Islands. Tho choicest come f rorr. 
Mncnssur. 
These aro the white-' edged 


(.bells, worth $800 or ton, and from thesa 
tho finest pcnrl buttons (ire ruaruifnotnied. 


The most celebrated pearl fisheries lie 


near the coast of Ceylon, tho Persian gulf. 
sml in tho waters of Java and Sumatra. 
The Australian coast In the neighborhood 
of Shank's bay and at Eoobuck buy fur- 
nishes some very largo shells, some of 
them weighing from two to three pounds 
each. TKe fisheries of Baja, gulf of Cali- 
fornia, aro very rich, France controlling 
the. gems procured there. The meat of the 
pearl oyster is readily bought by tho China- 
men, who dry tho leathery little hi valves or 
seal them up in cans and ship them to 
their countrymen in San Francisco. The 
pearl shells readily sell upon tho spot at 
[roin $1.40 to $5 per pound. 


Pearls und tears have for ages boon asso- 


ciated, and the magic virtues of tho pearl 
wero hold In high esteem in early times, 
as they are today with the East Indians. 


It Is Enid that Queen Margaret Tudor, 


consort of James IV of Scotland, previous 
to the battl6 of Floddon Field, hnd many 
presentiments of the disastrous Issue of 
that conflict, owing to a dream she bad 
three nights in succession, that jewels and 
sparkling coronets were suddenly turned 
Into pearls, which the superstitious bo 
liovoil were a sign of coming widowhood 
and of tears. 


Pearls are of various colors, and in In-

The Brains That do to Make a Modern 


Giant Building. 


The brain thai Is-engaged in this busi- 


ness directly is divided into more than 100 
trades, each one of which has boon devel- 
oping Its particular brunch with the same 
streuuousncss, boldness and ingenuity that 
have characterized tho architectural en- 
gineering. The architect himself bas~be«n 
laboring with a thousand considerations 
not oven hinted at in this article. He hos 
been studying out such other general prob- 
lems as \ontilution, light, economy of 
space, convenience, proportion, besides at- 
tending to special applications of all his 
principles and those of all tho other trades 
chat enter the building with his and add 
to tho ever varying problem. The en- 
gineers havo been pondering such essen- 
tials as joinings and strains and founda- 
tions. 


In Chicago, where there is no hard pan 


within reach, they devisod a floating 
"raft" of steel and concrete to lie flat; on 
the shifting sands below the lake level, 
und on that they can build with such per- 
fectly even distribution of weight thnt 
whan thu whole structure of 20 or more 
Btorios settles it sinks plumb. The clo- 
vutor builder has achieved such precision 
that thu number of cars pub into a build- 
ing is determined by the cubical contents 
of tho structure. 


The plumber has applied to his art the 


principles of sanitary science. The ma- 
chinist has fitted bis enormons plant to 
tho dimensions of tho cellar and Jias plot- 
ted with the elevator man to use for the 
improved beating system tho exhaust 
steam from the power engines to warm 
the tenant after it has lifted him to his 
floor and lighted his room. Tho beater 
man has arranged so that all the tenant 
has to do Is to set a gauge opposite tbo de-i 
groo Fahrenheit at which he would like to 
have thu temperature of bis room kept, 
and the machinery automatically keeps it 
there.—J. Lincoln Stefiens in Scribner's.

Origin of Table UtcnsilB. 


A writer attempts to trace table utensils 


—most of them of recent introduction— 
to their origin. Tho Romans, he declares, 
took their meals lying upon very low 
couchegi, and it was not until about the 
time of Charlcmugno that a stand was 
used around -which guests were seated on 
cushions, while tho table made its appear- 
unco in tbo middle ages, and with it came 
benches with backs. The Greeks and Ro- 
mans ate from a kind of porringer, yet 
during n portion of the middlu ages slices 
of bread cut round took tho place of plates. 
Tho spoon is very ancient, and many fine 
«j)eci]Qens are In existence that were used 
by tho Egyptians in tbe seventeenth cen- 
tury B. O. The knife, though very old, 
had not come Into common use as a table 
utensil in tho tenth century. The fork 
was absolutely unknown to the Greeks 
and Romans, appeared only a curiosity in 
tho middle ages and was first used upon 
the table by Henry III. Drinking cups— 
in the middle ages made from metal move 
or less precious—naturally dated from tbe 
remotest antiquity. Tho use of glasses 
from Venice bagan to be general in tbo fif- 
teenth century. Saltcellars appeared at 
a very early date and occupied tho place 
of honor at the banquets of the Greeks and 
Romans, many of them being made of 
gold and silver and richly chased.—Jewel- 
ers' Circular. 


Byron's Sword. 


How many people know that Byron's 


sword, tho sword drawn for Greek freedom 
when the century was young, is now tbo 
property of a Chicago woman? She in- 
herits it from her father, one of the few 
Americans who took part in that fninons 
struggle against tho Turk, ono of tho dar- 
ing thousand who succeeded in cutting 
their way to liberty through an army of 
15,000 Turks. There were really 8,000 
who started from the little town of Mls- 
Eolonghi when, all hope of defending it 
uny longer against the Mohammedans, 
bnt two-thJrdB of them were killed, cap- 
tured or driven back in tho attempt Tho 
American volunteer had served in tho 
United Stritos army and was given tho 
rank of colonel by tho Greeks. lie went 
through tho stirring scones of the Greek 
revolution with Byron, Trelawney and 
Kinnalrd, nnd his daughter, who married 
nufl lives in Chicago, treasures as a most 
precious memento a sword marked with 
tbe coronet nnd initials of George Gordon, 
Lord Byron.—Chicago News.

Man 
has the same sustaining power, but the 
mental influence of the fear of death is 
so overpowering that he flounders, his 
mouth nud lungs fill with water, and he 
sinks.

Which th« Public Seldom 


In the administration of every postofflct 


there ure bound to^ ^ariae differences be- 
tween the authorities and the public which 
have to bo referred to Washington for ad- 
justment. There rales are made which 
will fit the grievances, but the public gen- 
•mlly knows little about these minor reg- 
ulations. They ard promulgated, of course, 
in the minimi Postoffioo Guiuo, but who 
ever reuds tfant, except for tbo location of 
offices aud .tho, clnssificatipD of mail mat- 
ter? A map may Buepect^thnC his wife is 
renting a postonicu box from which to 
get clandestine mail, but be can't prove it 
by tho postofiice, for tho employees are for- 
bidden to tell tbo name of any person who 
rents a box or drawer. The Press has 
uoted from time to time some of the odd 
und least understood of the nower rules, 
oud it adds here some others from the lat- 
est monthly supplement of tbo Guide. 


Soldiers, sailors and marines in the ac- 


tive service of tho United St&tea aro the 
only persons in the country who can send 
their mail C. O. D. If their letters are 
marked "soldier's letter," "sailor's letter" 
or "marine's letter," as the case may be, 
and under these words appears tbe signa- 
ture of the commanding officer, tbe post- 
Dge, but at single rates only, will be col- 
lected on delivery. 


It'fi queer, but if there is postage due oxt 


a letter tbu postmaster cannot lawfully 
accept postage stamps in payment.

only legal tender In guch a case is money. 


It is possible that the New York post- 


office authorities have overlooked that gen- 
eral rule, for postmasters in the conduct of 
their otlices which says: "It is important 
that mail matter bo postmarked in a per- 
fect uuuiuer so that each letter and figure 
of tliu stamp muy be distinct. A failure 
on the imrt of tho postmaster to postmark 
mail legibly not only reflects upon the 
manugoiuout of his oilioe. but renders him 
liable to bu charged with delays which, 
uuvo nut actually occurred at his office." 


Not uniy are postmasters forbidden to 


furnish lists of persons receiving mail 
from tbeir ""p'ostomaoB,'jbut the wivoa and 
families of tho postmaster are also forbid- 
den to te.ll what, the bead of tho family 
may huvu mentioned^ As to the mam bora 
of his family, the enforcement of the pro- 
hibition i.s left; with the postmaster.—New 
York 1'ross.
